In Three Days Alone One Com- 
pany Took in Almost 
$10,000 


Alberta's oll boom reached yet an- 
other stage yesterduy when the stock 
of three companies was declared off 
the market. Herron-Elder changed 
hands occasiowally at an advance; 
stock In the famous Dingman well 
quoted at $175, although few trans- 
fers were reported; Black Diamond 
fluctuated anywhere from $6 to $20, 
although $4 was named ag it real 
value; and the report from Calgary 
that Pat Burns, the cattle king, had 
caught the fever and cleaned out the 
available stock of the Piedmont FPe- 
troleum (Products Company, all con- 
tributed to the gradual working up of 
a fever, the manifestations of which 
continued until a late hour. 

Excitement at Brokers’ Offices, 

All day men jostled each other on 
the sidewalks in front of the brokers’ 
offices on Jasper avenue and First 
street, and at midnight, the crowds 
sii! gave the main street of Edmon- 
ton the appearance of “the street.” 
Rumors of two more oll strikes caused 
momentary frenzy, and stimulated the 
flagging interest. The finding of oll 
at United and Black Diamond wells 
was reported, but owing to the con- 
gestion on the telegraph and telephone 
wires no confirmation could be ob- 
tained, 

Banks Getting In Currency, 

Enquiry among bankers established 
the astonishing fact that the rush for 
speculation in oil stocks has hardly 
atfected ihe sagings bank ledgers. It 
was stated tha®the majority of sav- 
ings ‘bank accounts are still practical- 
ly untouched. In expectation of a run 
on the savings, which is expected to 
follow the next announcement of an 
oil strike of magnitude, the banks are 
understood to be carefully checking 
up their currency. 

Extent of Business. . 

The extent of the trading in oil 
stocks may be gauged by the amount 
of business done in the first three da 
by Loreman, Griffith Realty Co., who 
first marketed MHerron-Elder — stock, 
which is now off the markrt, in Md- 
monton, 

On Saturday, May 16, this company 
sold 6444 shares of stock; on Monday, 


2662 .and on Tuesday 3179 shares. 
‘The actual cash paid out was §$9,- 
141.75, 


Northern Companies In Ficld. 

The putting on the market of oil 
shares is not being confined to the 
southern Alberta field alone, as yester- 
day several northern oil companies 
appeared upon the market. 

The Athabasca Oil Co., Limited, 
whose wells are situated at Fort Me- 
Kay, and who haye been prospecting 
and drilling for the last three years, 
opened up Offices in the Alberta 
Lunch Counter, Jasper Vast, 

James G. Tait, the local manager 
here, has at all times been one of 
the most conservative of oll men. In 
an interview wich the Bulletin he 
stated that oil in paying quantities 
had been struck and pumped from 
tow of their four wells, and would be 
stored in sump holes pending the ar- 
rival of railroad facilities into the 
north. He says that drilling opera- 
tions are being actively purchased and

VANCOUVER, May 21.—Jack Kong 
was found guilty tonight of man- 
slaughter ot Mrs. Clark Millard on 
April 1 last, after a trial lasting four 
days. The jury was out over seven 
hours, and on the announcement of 
the verdict there were visilbe mani- 
testations of .disappointment, it be- 
ing generally believed that it would 
be one of murder. 

The defence put forward was that 
Keng had acted in self-defence, and

This is the vessel which 
had been specially chartered to bring 
several hundred Hindus over to Can- 
ada to test the immigration laws and 
in regard to which an order had been 
received from Ottawa to prevent their 
landing on Canadian soil,

DEVELOPING Ol 
PROSPECTS ON 
THE ATHABASCA 


Northern Oil and Asphalt Com- 
pany, Limited, Are Now at 
Work at House River 


That the Athabasca River Valley 
promises to be one of the largest oil 
fields in the world has long been 
recognized. DiMiculty of transporta- 
tion has in the past heen the only rea- 
fon tor holding back development 
work, The building uf the A., & G.W. 
Railway through .this. section has 
solved the transpertavion question, 
and AlLertans may now look for large 
developments in this field, 

A. I’. Kelsey, the field superinten- 
dent of the Great Northern Wil & As~ 
phailt Company, Limited, is now on 
the company’s claim at House River 
on the Athabasca, with all necessary 
machinery and equipment to develop 
the company’s holdings there. A car- 
load of casing has been shipped, The 
crew ure at present engaged jn saw- 
ing lumber and building the rig, in- 
stalling machiuery, ete., and the com- 
pany are confident that they will have 
a bore down to the ofl sands within 
gSixiy days. 

The development of this property 
is being closely watched by those who 
are interested in the development of 
the natural resources of this part of 
Alberta, The officers of the company 
are very confident of striking the oil 
vody, and expect to find a heavy as- 
phaltic fuel oil at about nine hundred 
feet. The Dakotas (the oil sands) in 
this field lay at approximately 850 
feet below the surface, and are over- 
laid by a thick band of clear water 
shale, very suitable covering for the 


retention of oll in a large body, That 


oil will be found jn large quantities in 
this district is almost an assured fact. 
The enormous outcrop of tar sands 
(Dakotas) which oceur on the Atha- 
vasea has always been considered to 
be a very strong indication of the 
presence of oil, Laboratory tests have 
proven that these tar sands contain 
from seven per cent. to twenty per 
cent. of ofl by weight at their outcrop. 

A very much larger percentage of 
oll will undoubtedly be found to oc- 
cur where the tar sands have been 
preserved from the weathering and 


evaporation which has taken place at 


the outcrop from which the samples 
were taken for the above testa. A 
number of very interesting samples of 
the various tar sand products are on 
exhibition at the office of the Great 
Northern Oil and Asphalt Company, 
on First street. Theirs. is ond to be the 
only analysis which has been made 
by competent assayers of the tar sands 
of the north. 


BECKER WIL LEAR 
~OF HS FATE TODAY 


All That Remains is Charging of 
Jury at This Morning's 
Sittings

NEW YORK, May 21,—The jury 
which is to determine whether Chas, 
Becker conceived the last plot that 
resulted in the murder of Herman 
Rosenthal, the. New York gambler, 
will have the Gise in ite hands before 
tomorrow noon, 

The last testimony was taken this 
morning and this afternoon Martin 
Manton, Becker's chief counsel, deliv- 
ered his address io (he jury, Late to- 
night District Attorney’ Whitman pre- 
sented his arguments, favoring the 
conviction of the former chief of the 
strong arm squad of murder in the, 
first degree. 

All that now remains to take place 
in the court room is the charging of 
the juby by Justice Seabury. This 
will gin upon the resumption of 
proceedings «at 10 o'clock tomorrow 
morning. The charge will be a brief 
one. Both District Attorney Whitman 
and counsel for Beeker, expect a quick 
verdict,

VANCOUVIR, May 21.——-On April 
27, 1913, the British steamer ‘lai On, 
was pirated on the West river under 
circumstances which aroused world- 
wide interest. On April 27, 1914, the 
same vessel was pirated on the same 
spot, and this time was cestroyed by 
ore after the British officers had put 
up a hard fight against the horde of 
Chinese pirates, 

News of the stirring battle was 
brought here today by the ©.P.R. liner 
Impress of Japan, which is in pert 
trom the Orient, 

The Tai On sailed from Hong Kong 
at 7 p.m, on April 27, bound for Kong 
‘Mon, with general cargo, a crew of 
forty (Chinese) and 362 passengers, 
The vessel was commanded hy Capt. 
Wetherill, with Chief Officer Evans 
and Chief Engineer T, D, MoCartney, 
who was on the Tai On when the ves- 
sel was pirated last year. 

Pirate Passengers, 

At 10 o'clock that night, when the 
steamér was off Kai Au, a number of 
pirates who had shipped as passen- 
ers, made thelr appearance and 
threatened the other passengers with 
Mausers, 

Capt. Wetheril was asleep, but the 
commotion aroused him and he jump- 
ed for the bridge with a shot gun. The 
first pirate to climb on the bridge was 
shot in the stomach by the skipper, 
who was then joined by the mate and 
the engineer. ‘The three Britishera 
were augmented by two Portugese 
guards and the five men finally drove 
che pirates from the bridge, killing 14 
ot;the pirates and wounding a num- 
ber, i

During the fight on the bridge the 
engineer was downed by a pirate, who 
almost strangled him, but Captain 
Wetherill came up and blew out the

ONTARIO OUTLAW 
IS STILL AT LARGE 


Special Constables Are Scouring 
Countryside in Search of 
Triple Murderer

GRAVENHURST, Ont, May 21— 
William Ruttan, the erstwhile outlaw, 
who killed Mrs, Alfred Coutermanch, 
his daughter, and George Couter- 
manch, her brotherin-law, at Housey 
Rapids yesterday, is still at large ter- 
rorizing the neighborhood in which 
the tragedy was enacted. in his flight 
for liberty Ruttan was well supplied 
with ammunition and a modern com- 
bination shot gun and rifle with which 
he can use either shells or cartridges. 
He had in addition to the murders, it 
is believed, set fire to three barns and 
@ warehouse belonging to Messrs. 
Henry Cook, C. J. Bruce and Thomas 
Fletcher, all of whom live in the vi- 
cinity of Ruttan’s farm. 

Provincial Detective Greer is spend- 
ing the night in the Ruttan house in 
the hope of the murderer returning. 
Bix special constables have been 
sworn in and distributed at various 
parts of the farm, 

Kuttan's neighbors believe that he 
has sought seclusion in the bush north 
of Hiousey Rapids, He has a num- 
ber of relatives living in the southern 
part of the township and it is believed 
he may seek refuge in that distrigt. 
He was seen roaming in the bush near 
some of the adjoining farms and sit- 
ting behind a big stump with his gun 
across his knees in readiness to fire

The closing exercises of the Y. W. 
C. A. physical training classes mark 
a new departure in physical recreation 
for young people, and the popularity 
of all the classes throughout the win- 
ter is evidence that it is a departure 
that has been appreciated. 

Handicapped as the Y/W.C.A. is at 
present, owing to the lack of any 
gymnasium or gymnastic equipment, 
the education committee has, until 
this year, hesitated about developing 
this important side of its work. But 
with the addition to the Y.W.C.A. staift 
of Mrs. Pimlott as physical training 
director, the physical training depart- 
ment has developed rapidly in spste of 
the handicap of accommodation. 

This question of opportunity for 
healthy exercise for girls spending 
their days in stores and offices has not 
been given the attention it deserves. 
Violent exercise is not sujtable, and 
on the other hand the ordinary free 
movements, which are quite good as 
part of the school routine, are not at- 
tractive enough for an evening's pro- 
gram to the business girl. And the 
revival of (hese national dances is one 
of the solutions to this need. The 
dances are the greatest contrast to 
modern so-called “dancing” — the 
movements are. simple; most of them 
have a simple story cr song connected 
with them—the movements are per- 
formed in groups rather than just be- 
tween two partners, The ‘Mountain 
March” a Norwesian folk dance, sis 
performed in groups of three formed 
triangle fashion, the girls being linked 
by holding handkerchiefs, and is quite 
a simple dance, but the. music and 
steps and the gay spirit in which it is 
done portray delightfully the exhilara- 
tion of hill climbing, 

in the “Shoemaker's Dance,’”’ a Dan- 
ish folk dance, the work of the cob- 
bier is recounted in simple fashion, 
with suitable action and is gone 
through by the children with al the 
delight of a game, and yet in essence 
this shoemaker's dance is one of the 
best exercises for physical develop- 
ment possible. This is in fact the key- 
note of the folk revival-—healthy phy- 
sical exercise, aided by music, to. give 
additional grace te the movements and 
emphasizing the joyous side of exist- 
ence and pieasure in the simple things 
of life.

Increased acreages ,it was pointed 
out, would offs@ at least in part much 
of the-damage so dar discovered, 

Oats broke sharply in consequence 
of a better weather map-for the grow- 
ing crop. ‘Belief was fairly well re- 
stored that the yield would be normal 
in amount.

PRIVY COUNCIL GIVES 
INTERESTING JUDGMENT 


Judgment of Supreme Court of Ques 
bee is Upset—Minor Cannot 
Ke Sucd, 
Canadian Assoctated Press, 

London, May 2i—The Privy 
Counchl delivered an interesting jude - 
ment toduy in Levine versus Serling, 
which raised the question as to whe- 
ther, under the Queehe law, a miner 
can be sued without the appointment 
of @ tutor, 

Their lordships, in allowing the ap- 
peal, expressed themselves in agree 
ment with the dissenting judgment of 
the conference justice of the supreme 
court, who held that minerity is an 
absolute bar to action, Their lord. 
ships disagreed with Justice Brodeur 
that the incapacity of minors is rela} 
tive and not absolute, holding that 
such incapability was absolute, sub- 
ject only to certain expressed = ex- 
ceptions, 

“When once established, as in the 
present case, that the so-called de- 
fendant is an infant, he ceases to be 
a defendant, That ls not merely a 
question of procedure, but legal re- 
port,’ sald their lordships.
